It was organised by the National War 
Gardens Commission, a body which oorre- 
sponds in some respects to our Department 
of Agriculture. The Commission evidently 
believes firmly in the power of advertising, 


hoarding in the States was covered with 
appeals that were calculated to stimulate 
interest in the oldest trade in the world. 
The citizens were urged to “ plan and plant 
and win the war” and to “ keep the home 
soil turning.” Other slogans “Get 
into the garden trenches,” “= for your 
life and liberty,” and “Tune up the 
spading fork.” Our Department's “im- 
portant notice to farmers” seems very 
tame in comparison. The Commission 
followed up these appeals by distributing 
hundreds of thousands of copies of a little 
book which contained practical hints on 
gardening. It secured also the co-opera 
tion of manufacturing companies, who 
rented large tracts of land and divided 
them up into small plots for their 
workers. The result of all this enterprise 
is that over 7,000,000 home gardens have 
been planted this year, and it is estimated 
that the crop will reach a total value of 
at least half a billion dollars. The cry 
“Get into the garden trenches” has ap- 
pealed to America’s sense of patriotism 
with good effect.
